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XM CHRISTIAN: Goxvicrions — 


"Historical Event of Jesus of ‘Nazareth 


[By George ‘Barelny in “ The Student, Movement "J 


‘The Christian ‘yeligion is rooted |: 


‘In an historical event. It {s In the 
world to-day, not “because some 
.. grave and wise men called theolog- 
Jans sat up late at night and 
evolved out of their own’ inner 
consciousness beautiful _ theories 
about God and life, but because an 
actual historical Person, , lived 
among. men, died at men’s hands, 
“and cume ‘through to the other side 
of death, This at.onee raises the 
question—How mich do we really 
- know about Jesus? We-can no 
longer regard the Goapels ‘as 
supernaturally guaranteed history; 
our whole approach to the Bible is 
different from the approach of 
some of our forefathers. But if 
the old sureness about Biblical 
history has gone, how can we, be 
reasonably. sure of anything about 
Jesus? Here I have only, apace to 
say two things. : 

I. The careful ‘and thorough 
scholarship of the last hundred 
years has given us valid reasons 
for believing that our firat -three 
Gospels bring us into touch with, 
reliable history. I cannot hare go 
inte the details, ‘which’ may be 
found in any good modern book on 
the subject. (I suggest Dr.” Penke’s 
Commentary on the Bible, or Dr. 
Armitage Robina 8 The Study of 

_ the Gospels, or'Mr. Stephen Neill’s 

. How Readest Thou?). While we 
cannot claim that every single in- 
cident happened exactly as it is’ 
described in the Gospels, or that 
every word of Jesus is reported 
with perfect accuracy, the evidence 
goes to show that the picture of 
Jesus given us in the first three 
Gospels can be ‘trusted. (St, John’s 
Gospel may have to be used with 
rather more reserve). In studying 
that-picture we have our feet firm- 
ly planted on the rock of history. 
As the lute Dr. Swete, of Cam- 
bridge, has said, “There are very 
few passages In ancient history 
about which we have such accurate, 
and, satisfactory knowledge as the 
story of the life and death of 
Jesus.” 

II, Jesus is uninventable. If 
the Gospel portrait of Jesus. is not 
essentially true to fact, then’ some 
writer or writers must have im- 
agined it, Either the Gospel 
writers were describing a character 
from real life or they were creat- 
ing one. I ‘believe that when we 
really see and know the character 
and personality of Jesus as the 
Gospels describe Him, and “when 
we remember’ His immense influ- 
ance on the world, we © shall, he 
driven to saying with Rousseau, 
“It is not thus that one invents,” 
_The character of Jesus Is. too: good 
not to be true; the -personality of 
Jesus is too great not to be real. 
If it is sometimes ‘dificult to be- 
lieve that Jesus Hved the kind of 
life and said . the kind of things 
that the Gospéls describe, it is even 
more difficult to believe that some- 

. one 'in the Jewish world of two 

. thousand years ago had the skill 
and the insight to invent Him. pit 
ia not thus that one invents." 

We:may take it, then, that Jesus 
. is a real historical Person. There 

_ is no hope now of resurrecting the, 
theory that He is a myth. The 
broad outlines of the familiar pic-| 

. turd of thé character, the teaching, 
and the death of Jesus can be 
trusted. It is as certain-as: any- 

‘thing historical can well be that 
there was once a real Person Who 
lived and. spoke and died in the 

way the Gospels describe. That is 
a fact of quite incalculable im- 
portance. 

What are we to make of that 
fact? For us there is only one 
satisfactory way to begin a. study 
of what Jesus was and what’ Jesus 
means. We must begin by taking 
Him as .a real man. Mr. .G. K: 
‘Chesterton, at one point.in his book 
on. St. Francis of Assisi, writes as 
follows: “Francis still looks more 

- or Jeas ke an ordinary young: man, 
and it is only when we look at him 
.a8-an ordinary young. man‘ that we 

; realise what an extraordinary 
‘young man he must-have -been.”” 

* With ‘all reverence I suggost that 
‘much the same {s.true of : Jesus. 
It is‘when we begin by’ looking at 

. “Him as a man that we realise how 

- «much more He must: have been. 

. Whatever else He was, He was cer.

They tell us of His friendliness and 
of His very human longing for the 
support. and comfort of friends. 
They do not make Him unreal by 
suggesting that from earliest child- 
hood He was omniscient; He was 
sometimes disappointed, sometimes 
astonished; He.zrew in wisdom as 
He grew in'statire. They tell us, 
more frankly. than some people 


like, that He.-was tempted, He,|* 


like others, had to meet the full 
foree of the-pull between right and 
wrong. He had no short cut . to 
character; He built His character, 
as qthers have to do, by a long 
succession of right choices, and 
some of those choices were. very 
difficult. He knew the . full_force 
of temptation as only a really 


He was a real'man, and He had 
to fight for character:““Yet what‘a 
character He achieved! His stan- 
dards were the most exalted that 
this world has ever known} : and 
He lived’ up to them. \Some of 
those who ‘knew Him best said that 
He never sinned; but when we 
atudy His heroic, energepic charac- 
ter in the Gospels. we must feel 
that even.that is too negative, too 
bloodless a way of expressing all 
that we see in Him.. He wns n real 
man, and Ne gave us a new and 
Unsurpassed. picture of ‘what 
human life might be.

NEW PROTOCOL 
IMPORTANT ° EXTENSION

ESPIONAGE. “QUESTION. 
Berlin, Yesterday. 
An important 
Russo-German trade’ relations is 
foreshadowed in a protocol signed 
at Moscow ‘on Dec. 21, smoothing 
immediate difficulties. For  ex- 
ample commercial espionage, which 
the Soviets have ngreed to Inter- 
pret in a manner corresponding
